you so! I told you so!”

But, as I have said, it is hard to tell what 
is right or what is wrong. This idea brings 
to my mind the trtals and tribulations of 
the good old man that preached the first 
Baptist sermon in the state of Georgia. 
As I look out the window from where I 
write and see the gray cap of Stone moun- 
tain towering skyward, I cannot refrain 
from telling a story of this first old Bap- 
tist preacher that trod Georgia soil, and 
of an incident in connection with him 
that took place at this mountain so many 
years ago, but which has never before 
been put in print. : 

In order to. tell this story. I must take 
the reader away down in Appling county, 
and I must be excused for diverting a lit- 
tle, as I must tell something of a great 
old “evangelist” who figured in the long 
ago. Old Lorénza Dow was this old evan-

If he 
came upon a rail-splitter in the wilderness 
they stopped long enough to have a chapter 
read from Lorenza’s little book and knelt in 
prayer down by the log or stump. Mr. Dow 
would leave an appointment with the woods- 
man to be circulated, about as follows: “‘Lo- 
renza Dow will preach from this stump 
upon such and such a day, at such an 
hour.” It might be months ahead—this 
appointment—but old Lorenza was sure .to 
be there, and he would preach, if only to 
the birds and trees. The people learned 
him; he grew famous and the time came 
‘when he never had to prach just to the 
trees and birds and flowers. For miles 
upon miles the people would gather, and 
after awhile little churches were built along 
the trail; virtues grew; religion flourished 
and the people were happy. There were no 
bickerings, no going to law among neigh-. 
bors. Old Lorenza would settle all disputes 
when he came. One of the settlements, 
where a little church had been started, was 
in a stew upon the occasion of one of the 
preacher’s visits. There had been a chicken 
thief among them and not a “yellow leg’’ 
could be had.

Tf she had the almost invariable feminine 
hesitancy about disclosing her age, Mrs. 
Wilcox would have to escape from the em- 
barrassment of her place in white house 
history; for the date of her birth is a mat- 
ter of record and she is: so thoroughly 
identified with the Jackson administration 
that it would need only a brief computation 
for the most ignorant to number her years. 
But though Mrs. Wilcox did say in pleas- 
antry that she thought it very indelicate 
for any one to discuss her age, she has no 
serious wish to ignore the records of father 
tire. 

During my former residence in Washing- 
tcn, I took occasion to call on Mrs. Wilcox 
at her home in the fashionable part of that 
beautiful city"and I had a very pleasant 
chat with her about her childhood days. 

*‘T have been interviewed dozens of 
tin es,”” she said when I asked her at the de- 
partment to tell me what she remembered 
ef her childhood. I hesitated, forgetting 
that Mrs. Wilcox has been the first white 
house baby for more than half a century, 
but when she spoke of an interview of fif- 
teen years ago as one of the most recent 
of her newspaper experiences, I breathed 
more freely. One could hardly expect to 
be the Columbus of a white house baby, 
and especially of the first white house baby; 
but one would not want to tread too closely 
on the heels of the last discoverer.

If 
there was an inaugural ball President Jack- 
son did not attend it, because he had lost 
his wife the winter before the inaugura- 


tion. It was about a year after the inaugu- 
ration of President Jackson that I was 
born. My mother occupied the room in 


which Mrs. Harrison died. She was quite 
good locking then ahd when she was spoken 
of it was as the beautiful Mrs. Donelson.

Ir those 
days there were a great many mote vesse!s 
in the river than there are now, and I 
liked very much to look from these win- 
dows at the river and the ships. When- 
ever Il was cross or crying I would be 
brought to these windows, and I would be 
quieted at once. I thought Lafayette 
square with its trees and flowers and smooth 
grass very pretty, and I enjoved going over 
there every morning with my nursce and 
playmates to play mumble-the-pez: and 
every morning when 1 got up I would look 
anxiously out of the window to see if it 
was a clear day. The family were very 
proud of me and at the receptions Uncle 
Jackson would always present me to his 
friends with ‘And this is our little gtrl that 
came to us in the white house.’ I grew 
very tired of this, and one day before the 
reception I asked uncle not to introduce 
me in that way; but to tell them that I 
had been head of my class for six weeks. 
This seemed to please him very much—so 
much that he repeated what I had said to 
the company, which made me ali the more 
vexed... 

‘When the building of the treasury de- 
partment was begun,” continued Mrs. Wil- 
ecx, “you know. President Jackson laid 
the corner stone. Before it was laid he wus 
asked to put something of his own into the 
box that always accompanies the layiag 
of a corner stone. He came to me and re- 
marking that I was his most precious treas- 
ure, cut off one of my little curls and put 
it in the box. President Jackson was al-

time. It is true that most of the surplus 
supplies coming im have been rapidly ab- 
sorbed at the present low values, but if the 
movement should continue for a fortnight 
longer on anything like the present scale 
there is reason to fear that the trade will 
refuse to take more unless at very ma- 
ternal concessions, ao that the course of 
prices in the immediate future may be re- 
garded as entirely a question of receipts. 
Opinions vary widely as to their probably 
volume during January, but we fear that 
they will be heavy enough in any event, 
but whether prices during the next month 
should advance or decline—whether the re- 
ceipts should point to a crop of 10,000,000 
bales or to only 9,000,000 everybody in the 
cotton trade recognizes the fact that the 
south now has its welfare entirely in its 
own hands. Every farmer who ordinarily 
raises a crop of 100 bales can and ought 
to give his lands a rest or plant them in 
grasa or grain. He can buy a May or an 
August contract for 100 bales of cotton 
new far cheaper than he can grow the 
same amount. Many shrewd farmers are 
already doing this very thing. A margin 
of say $300 will give practically absolute 
protection to their contract cotton against 
any possible further decline, and all the 
chances are that three months hence they 
will have a larger profit than they could 
possibly make by planting the same 
amount of cotton, and without any of the 
labor, anxiety and expenSe. If this move- 
ment should attain considerable propor- 
tions it would prove a two-edged sword 
against the bears and would lift prices 
Quickly and materially. But if the south 
shoukd go on next spring planting all the 
cotton that it can the producers may have 
to sell it in the fall at 3 cents instead of 
5 cents. The only prop of the market, 
even at present prices, is the fear of a 
largely reduced acreage next season. Liver- 
pool wilt remain closed until Thursday 
next and our market until Wednesday.

As the gold exports were over $5,000,000 and 
the Samien aiaied about $3,000,C.\0 from the 
interior movement the loss is easily ac- 
counted for. The decrease of $10,284,200 in 
deposits affords further proof ot the heavy 
liquidation before mentioned as those who 
borrowed gold hme been reducing their 
deposits by withdrawing legal tender for 
the purpose of securing specie to reim- 
burse the banks. The earlier gold exports 
are also responsible for a portion, at least, 
of this heavy decrease, as they reappear 
in this week’s statement. The specie hold- 
ings of the clearing house banks increased 
$6,551,100 and legal tenders decreased $8,569, - 
800. The banks now hold only $23,962,500 
less gold than on the eve of the bond issue 
despite the fact that they paid into the 
treasury during the two weeks following 
the awards over $47,000,000 in specie. There 
is no question but that some heavy with- 
drawals of legal tenders have been made 
within the past few days for the purpose 
of obtaining gold for export, but foreign 
bankers have taken out of the subtreasury 
a larger amount of gold than they intend 
to ship, as the light weight and abraded 
coins furnished make a great deal of re- 
assorting necessary.”

The next morning when the Meyers men 
went to the ’Drayton street entrance to 
line up .hey found the place in possession 
of the Duncan men, among them McBride 
his “four hundred.’’ McBride and his 
fol).wers refused to make way for the 
*.eyers men, and when reminded of the 
agreement with the assistant chief, said: 
“Dat don’t go now. See!” The mayor had 
annulled the agreement and broken the 


| promise made by Lieutenant Reilley to Mr. 


Willink. Of course, the Meyers men were 
furious and bitterly charged the mayor 
with partisanship. 

The entrance was guarded by several po- 
licemen, who endeavored to keep the side- 
walk ciear opposite the door, directly in 
front of which were massed a number of 
Duncan workers. The Meyers men massed 
on either side of McBride’s crowd and bes 
fore the police knew what was up made 
a rush for the entrance, and the Duncan 
men seeing these tactics advanced with a 
rush, carrying the police along with them. 
In 4 moment there was a confused crowd 
of Duncan men, Meyers workers and po- 
licement pulling and pushing, striking and 
fighting, the police trying to use their clubs, 
but most of their efforts in this direction 


, being vain because they were in such a 


jam that their arms could not have full 
Play,. Those on the scene-of .actidn were 
powerless, So a messenger was sent to the 
barracks for the reserve of thirty-five men. 
Seon they came and using their clubs right 
and left joined in the melee. In a few 
minutes, by hard work,- they succeeded 
in rescuing the hemmed in policemen, ¢élear- 
ing the entrance and restoring tolerable 
order. 

Out in the street, opposite the entrance 
were Duncan and Meyers, workers, with 
white men and negroes in a jumbled mass, 
facing an unbroken line af policemen, with 
clubs aloft ready to strike, who held the 
crowd at bay until 9 o'clock, when the 
door was open. The workers made a rush 
and swept the policemen before and those 
in front raced down the corridor for places 
in the line to the tax collector’s office. 

Saturday, December 18th, was the last 
day and the worst. Such methods have 
never before been seen in Savannah and 
there are few things in the political line 
that Savannah has not witnessed. A 
gsentieman who saw both said the Harvard.

, number of workers were stripped of their 


coais and shirts and several had their 
trousers, not only torn in shreds, but 
actually removed from their limbs. And 
there were bruised heads, cut lips, blacken- 
ed eyes galore. 

After lining up each man would have to 
Keep his place until his time came to go 
into the tax coHector’s office. They would 
remain in line for hours, and as the office 
closed at 6 o’clock, it will be seen that 
the last man to go in would have been 
waiting for his turn nine hours. A num- 
ber, after waiting all day, would be un- 
able to reach the tax collector’s office be- 
fore the closing time. : 

Every hour or two negro boys would go 
along the line supplying the crowd with 
water. At 12 o’clock men with baskets of 
wienerwurst, bolongna sausage and ham 
Sandwiches would feed the workers. Ci- 
gars were liberally dispensed and during 
the day bottled beer and red liquor in 
medicine bottles, upon which were written 
elaborate directions, were furnished vari- 
ous workers. Beyond haying to remain in 
one place the men in line seemed to enjoy 
themslves immensely, Generally they were 
in a good humor and heelers of opposing 
factions, who a few minutes before, out- 
side of the courthouse, were at daggers’: 
points and had pulled and hauled, scratch- 
ed and fought each other like Kilkenny 
cats, were side by side whiling away the 
time in friendly conversation. 

The workers, or heelers, white and black, 
who were daily doing the rushing and 
lining up were not there for fun or glory; 
it was a business with them. Every man. 
who got a place in ‘the line and went into 
thes tax collector’s office with six names 
and the money to pay their taxes (money 
furnisbed by the bosses, of course) was 
paid for his work, the white heelers get- 
ting $5 and the regroes $1.50. . 

There were certain men of each faction 
why, by their skill and brute force, could 
always be counted on to get places at the 
head of the line. Thesé were supplied with 
lists and the money to pay the taxes, so 
that the first eight or ten would be ready 
when called upon to enter the tax col- 
lector’s office. As the police would not al- 


-low the men in line to receive lists and 


money from those not in line, all sorts of | 
dodges were used to supply those in line 
who were not provided with money and 
lists. Oftentimes a harmless looking sand- 
wich would contain several dollars in bills 
and a ist of taxpayers. The police caught 
on to this and then they would 
examine all refreshments to see that no 
contraband articles pagsed them. When 
this racket was discovered they called to 
their assistance the United States postal 
department. The postoffice is only a short 
distance away, so they would go to the

Those 
touching him on either side and in the rear 
would raise a howl and press away from 
him. Needless to say he secured a place 
in the line way up near the tax collector’s 
door and earned his $5 before noon.

A’ MOB AT A HANGING.” 


The Crowd Tore Down ' the Fence and 

Saw the Mxecution. cs 
: Knoxville, Tenn:, December 22:—(Special.) 
Clarence Cox and John Stanley, two- white 


aged réspectively twenty*six’’ and’ 
twenty-three, were executed at Maynards- 
ville, the county geat of Union county, at 
2:45 o'clock this afternoon. The execution 
was witnessed by fully 3,500 people. Under 
the laws of Tennessee, however, execu- 
tions are to be private, only a few persons 
Specified by the law being allowed to wit- 
hess the execution. 

Such was not the case today. An en- 
closure had been erected in a valley one 
mile from tHe jail. It was twenty feet 
wide and forty fcet long. Inside of this 
the execution was to take piace .on a 
double gallows. Sheriff John choipe had 
Swern in a@ special guard of itv men io 
protect the prisoners and keep the crowd 
back. The crowd, howéver, was arinking 
and became very unruly. Snortiy before |] 
o'ciock the guards left. the sicvckude for the 
jail. The mob made @ rush for the stock- 
ade and in less time than it takes to tell it 
the stockade was razed to the ground as if 
@ cycione had struck it. The excitement 
was iniense and it looked for a moment 
as if bloodshed would be the result, but 
better heads prevailed and éverything 
passed oif all right. 

ihe men _ contessed 
leaving the jail, implicating no-one but 
themselves. tiney prayed incessantly and 
Said they were prepared to die. The bodies 
of the men were cut down in twenty-five 
minutes after the drop fell. -Both men 
died from strangulation. The bodies were 
placed in wooden coffins and brought to 
Knoxville tonight. Cox will. be. interred 
Monday in Andersen county and Stanley 
at Sweetwater. The men died bravely. 

Their Crime Was Brutal. 

The crime for which they were executed 
was the murder last February of Henry 
Snodderly and his wife, an old couple, 
aged ninety years, at their home near 
Snodderly’s mills, in Union county. The 
motive was rebbery. The. men™ went to 
the house at 7 o’clock on the evening of 
February 8th last. Old man Snoddeérly, his 
wife, grandson, Sam Gwynne, daughter and 
niece were in the house sitting by the fire 
when Cox and Stanley entered; wearing 
masks. They were armed with Winches- 
ters 4nd shot old man Srodderly and his 
wife, killing them instantly. They also 
Shot at the other parties, but missed their 
aim, as they fled when the shooting first 
began. The men only secured a few dol-: 
lars and not the thousands they expected 
to find. The brutal murderers escaped on 
horses. They afterwards surrendered, 
however, and in time were sentenced to 
hang. The men appealed to the supreme 
court, which affirmed the decision of the 
lower court and they were hanged today.

THROUGH ALABAMA. 


Constitution Needs Various 
Important Amendments. 


A GENERAL INSURANCE LAW WANTED. | 


Business Men Are to Hold a Convention 
in the Capitol to Suggest Legisia- 
tion—The Convict System. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 22,—(Spe- 
cial.)—Conagiderable interest is ‘felt here 
in the proposed constitutional ‘convention 
provided for in the bill of Mr. McQueen, 
of Jefferson, in the lower house of the 
general assembly. It Appears that a large 
per centage of the voters are ,favorabie 
to the holding of such a convention. It is 
unquestionably true that Alabama’s pres- 
ent constitution is not strictly up to date 
in a great ridfhy particulars and some 
changes, addittons and subtractions would 
be desirable It is proposed that the con- 
vention s=2™ meet in this city early In Jan- 
uary, 1896. The bill will likely pass ‘both. 
houses.' Governor Oates, it is. said, has 
given assurance that he. will, sign it if he 
gets a chance, and it is probable the voters 
of the state will be allowed To pass upon

When the com- 
mittee does meet, however, each member 
will comé prepared with such data,’ sta- 
tistics and other tnformation as he may be 
able to secure and the members will then 
compare notes and set about arranging a> 
fairer and more equitable system of tax 
assessments for the state. 
The Insurance Problem. 

The insurance question is another which 
is exciting widespread interest in the state. 
An. important meeting of business men 
from all over Alabama will be held in this 
city some time before the legislature will 
convene for the purpose of formulating 
some tangible legislation on the subject of 
insurance. A meeting of some of Mont- 
gomery’s prominent business men was held 
during the week to discuss the matter. A 
member of the house committee on bank- 
ing and insurance was present and sug- 
gested that fragmentary legislation on the 
insurance question in Alabama would have 
but little effect. What was needed, he 
thought, was a wise and conservative gen- 
eral insurance law that would apply to the 
business all over the state, and that such 
a law shiould be framed with care of the 
interests of all concerned, The meeting 
at once adopted the suggestion, and a state 
insurance convention was called to meet 
early in January to take the matter under 
consideration and formulate a bill to be sub- 
mitted to the legislature to cover the re- 
quirements of the case. 

The Convict Question. 

One of the most important .measures to 
be disposed of after the recess.is the vexed 
convict question. The farm at Speigier’s 
has been a source of very great expense 
to the state, and the convicts during the 
past two years have been a great burden 
to the state instead of a source of revenue; 
as they used to be. The state treasury is 
not in a condition to take on any unneces- 
Sary encumbrances just now. It is al- 
most universally concéded that the convicts’ 
will be put back into thé “mines. Several’ 
bills are pending in the general assem#ly

SHOT IN SELF-DEFENSE: 


Cochran Says His Stepfather Assault- 
ed Him with a Stick. 


Montgomery, Ala.,' December ‘22.—(Special) 
George Cochran, the young man who 
killed his stepfather nedr this city yester- 
day, was not a negro, as was stkted in 
last night’s telegrams, but was a young 
white farmer of good standing. The facts 
of the killing are about as follows: Coch- 
ran’s father having died years ago his 
mother married a man named Charlies 
Stephens, also a farmer, Stéphens some. 
times got drunk, and when in’ this:condf- 
tion beat his wife unmercifully and other- 
wise mistreated her. Several days ago 
he got on a spree and began to abuse her. 
Young Cochran persuaded his mother to 
go with him to visit some reiatives in 
Chilton county while her husband's spree 
lasted. Thursday night the young man 
hired a wagon and started with his 
mother for Montgomery en route to Chil- 
ton county. They had progressed about 
four miles, when two men rode up Pehind 
them and called to them’to hait. Cochran 
stopped the team and one of the men got 
down on the ground. It was his Step- 
father Stephens. The other man was his 
nineteen-year-old son, who nad a gun. 
Stephens demanded that his wife should 
get out and return with him. She refused. 
He then commenced to curse, and walking 
up to young Cochran, struck him over the 
head with a heavy § stick. As he 
drew back to strike again 
young Cochran snatched a pistol from his 
pocket and shot his assailant through the 
breast. He then told his mother goodby 
and came on foot to this city, where he 
promptly surrendered to the police. When 
he reached town he was hatless and his 
light coat, flaring open, revealed a flannel 
shirt covered with blood. His hair was 
disheveled, and from an ugly gash over 
the right temple the blood was still oozing. 
At last acccunts Stephens was still alive, 
though rapidly sinking, The hall had com- 
pletely penetrated his left side, entering 
from the breast. Cochran will be held to 
await developments. 

A Postmaster Killed. 

Gadsden, Ala., December 22.—(Special.)—A 
terrible accident happened at Lay, Chero- 
kee county, yesterday, resulting in the 
death of a good citizen, B. 8. Brock, 
While his son was tearing down the scaf- 
fold from around a new chimney, one of 
the poles fell end downward, striking Mr.

The fight over the clerkship of the re- 
corder’s court, caused by the removal of 
Mr. “Barncst Looney and the subsequent 
eleceion of Captain Amos Baker, resulted 
in an exciting scene yesterday morning, 
when Captain James W. English, chairman 
of the board of police commissioners, re- 
quested Captain Baker and a companion to 
leave his office, emphasizing this request 
with a flashing pistol. 

Captain Baker had heard that certain 
charges had been formally preferred against 


him. The charges were severe. They were 
first made in a letter written to Captain 
English by Chief Wright, of the detective 
department. City Clerk Park Woodward 
had heard of these ‘charges and informed 


Captain Baker that if there was any 


truth in thenihis position would be imper- 
jled, so it seems. - ‘ | 

Desiring to jearm the. contents of the 
letter... written by Captain. Wright, Mr. 
faker, with his friend, Mr. G. W. Hall, 
Called yesterday miorning at the offiee of 
Captain English. 

Mr. Baker tnformed Captain English that 
he knew of the charges against him and 
demanded a certified copy of the letter 
referring to him. This the commissioner 
refused to give. Mr. Hall also demanded 
the letter and was refused. Turning in- 


| dignantly upon Captain English he entered 


into a scorching criticism of the Atlanta 
police: department. 

‘It is as rotten as the New York police 
force,” he said, in an emphatic way. “There 
is no good in it. The detective force is 
absolutely rotten and I can prove it.” 

Vexed at the language and outraged by 
what he considered a personal insult, Cap- 
tain English quietly reached for his pistol, 
which was in a drawer near by, and in a 
determined tone ordered the men to leave 
his office at once. 

The ominous gleam of the pistol was ef- 
fectual and both Mr. Baker and Mr. Hall 
retired, leaving Captain English in full pos- 
session. After leaving the office Captain 
Baker and his companion walked upon the 
sidewalk and stopped some distance away, 


apparently consulting as to the best course 


to persue. 

A few moments afterwards Mr. Hall re- 
turned to the office, where Captain English 
had again settled himself, and explained 
that in the language he meant no personal 
insult. His remarks applied to the depart- 
ment as a whole. He had no intention of 
reflecting at all upon the conduct of the 
commissioner. Mr. H. L. Waldo was pres- 
ent during the last scene. 

Captain English was satisfied with the 
explanation and informed Captain Baker 
that he would furnish him. with a copy of 
the letter if he applied for it by written 
request. This ended the scene. 

Captain Baker was very eager to secure 
a copy of the letter and acting upon the 
agreement of the commissioner called later 
in the afternoon with a written request. 

Tie handed this to Captain English, who 
without finishing it replied that it was in 
the nature of a demand and he could pay 
no attention to it. If Mr. Baker came with 
a respectful request instead of a peremptory 
demand; the -copy of the letter would be 


furnished.

A ROYALIST CONSPIRACY. 


The Queen’s Followers Would Like to 
Overthrow the HRepublic. 

San Francisco, December 22.—Correspond- 
ence of the United Press, per steamer 
Arawa, from Honolulu.—The royalist con- 
spiracy has long been known to the police. 
It has supplied material for sensational 
reports from here containing a modicum 
of truth. It has at last fairly materialized 
from the domajn of rumor into that of 
tangible fact by reason of the capture of a 
number of rifles secreted in different houses 
of royalists and the arrest of several of the 
conspirators. 

The existence of a definite conspiracy to 
overturn the republic and restore the mon- 
archy accordingly Nas ceased to be a matter 
of derision in royalist dailies. Definite evi- 
dence of conspiracy having accumulated in 
the hands of the marshal, four persons were 
arrested on Saturday, December 8th. John F. 
Bush was the first man arrested. He is ed- 
iter of The Kalfo, issued both in English 
and Hawaiian and boaded full of violent 
abuse of the government. Bush is as prom- 
inent as any man of that party. Crick came 
next, the chemist who fixed dynamite 
bombs in 1893, but was discharged for lack 
of evidence. He has been writing for Bush’s 
English edition of The Kalfo. Crick is in 
very low spirits. The next arrest was that 
of Joseph Nawaki, a prominent native 
lawyer. Freed Weed was the fourth, a half 
white clerk in a book store. Shortly after 
Bush's arrest his house was searched and 
seven rifles were found behind a false parti- 
tion. At a house on Liliha street four more 
were found hidden under the flour of an 
outhouse. Several more have been found, 
one or two in a house. 

A number of persons have been arrested 
on suspicion, but they have been released 
on bail. Bail was refused to the four first 
arrested. 

It is understood evidence of treason is 
very strong. The examination of conspira- 
tors, expected daily, will doubtless be inter- 
esting. it is understood an immediate upris- 
ing was to have been attempted, but that 
the marshal thought best to nip. the 
business in the bud instead of letting it 
gain headway. There was not the least 
danger of the insane attempt succeeding, 
but it was desired to prevent bloodshed. No 
blood has yet been spilt in this revolution. 

The last arrest of a conspirator was that 
of Joseph Tinker yesterday. Two guns and 
@ quantity of ammuniticn were found con- 
cealed under his roof. Tinker is an Engiish- 
man, @ butcher, and has a young white 
family. No bail was allowed him. No pure 
natives seem to be in.the conspiracy ex. 
cept Nawahi, who has always been an ar-

“For 
standing armies,” he said, “cannot bring 
such power to bear upon legislation as can 
these banks.”

Schmitiberger’s Testimony Caused a 

Commotion at Headquarters. 
New York, December 22.—That the police 
department is panic stricken today in con- 
sequence of the startling exposures made 
before the Leow ommittee yesterday by 
Captain Schmittberger, of the Tenderloin, 
goes without saying.

Should Heed Their Constituents. 
Congress has taken a recess until January 
3d. During that time it is hoped by the 
leaders that the members will have full op- 
portunity to ascertain the views of their 
constituents and return to Washington pre- 
pared to make concessions to each other and 
pass some sort wt a currency bill which 
will bring relief to the country. Undoubted- 
ly a majority of both houses would prefer 
to adopt a measure which, with other 
things, provided for the free coinage of 
silver. Many silver men in the house, how- 
ever, fear to do this. They feur it because 
by doing so it would certainly mean the de- 
feat of ali legislation. Under the senate 
rules the goldbugs could talk any measure 
containing a provision for silver to death 
without half trying; and even could it get 
through the senate, which is not possible, 
the president would veto it. 

Thus in the present condition of affairs 
many of the members of the house who are 
advocates of.silver fear to make any at- 
tempt at passing a free coinage bill. They 
say the country is in such condition that 
something must be done. To attempt and 
fail would almost meangthe disruption of 
the democratic party. These men, however, 
may not be able to prevent the radical sil- 
ver men like Bland and Bryan from pushing 
a silver measure with such vigor that it 
might go through the house as a part of 
any currency bill which may pass. 

As matters now stand currency affairs 
are in a very chaotic condition and unless 
the members return after the holidays in

It 
is probable that the coming congress of 
the national liberal federation will uphold 
this view in the passage of a resoiution 
setting forth that it is impossible to re- 
store confidence in the ranks of the Irish 
party, as it is felt that Mr. McEwan gave 
voice to the opinion of a large section of 
the liberal party.

The four 
chosen men—Tobe Smitht James McCutchen, 
Frank Gilbert and John Gable, who was 
concerned in lashing Miss Vade Thurman, 
‘advanced; on their decoy, Gable did not 
cross the fence, but the other three dids 
They went pn alittle distance and fired sev, 
eral shots after they had spoken to Worley, 
as though firing at game, 


kuklux played their game, however, that it 
Was of no use to proceed with the case, and 
Mrs. Chandler was only saved from further 
violence by leaving the town under the per- 
sonal protection of Judge Milner on his re- 
turn to Dalton, 

This being the general character of Tom 
Wright, it surprises no one to hear that one 
of the charges now held against him is that 
of complicity in the murder of Henry Wor- 
ley. That man had not lain in the furrow 
in which he had fallen more than ten min- 
utes when the gallant deputy marsTfal cross- 
ed the field not more than twenty steps 
from where the body lay. Yet he claims 
that he saw no one, heard no firing, and did 
not know that Worley had been killed. The 
curious thing is that he came into the neigh- 
borhood the night pefore for the alleged pur-

tilling. He sent his supposed prisoner out 
' alone for moonshine liquor, then slept in 
the cabin all night, and next morning, in- 
stead of departing with his prisoner, allow- 
ed him to go off turkey hunting and passed 
the day in a general frolic himself. 

Two Other Crimes. 

On the Gilmier side of the line two other 
midnight visitations were made in which 
maney of the principals of the Worley mur- 
der took part—notaDbBly the Gable family, -as- 
sisted by the Grices and others.

Two men held 
Mrs; Thurman, whilst the others, seizing 
the father and daughter, marched them out 
whto the front yard, where, with short

The Killing of Hosea Jones, 

In this section I heard related the story 
of the tragedy of Hosea Jones, Jones ,was 
a white man who had a comely wife, with 
whom rumor connected the name of a prom- 
inent citizen of the county. The story is 
that Jones was likely to give thig citizen 
some trouble and it became necessary to si- 
lence him. The crowd was chosen accord- 
ingly, and attacked the home of Hosea 
Jones. He seized; his shotgun to defend 
himself when he was shot down and killed 
by the mob. Great excitement followed 
throughout the county, and at an indigna- 
tion meeting held in Spring. Place Colonel! 
Trammell Starr delivered a stirring speech, 
in which he denounced the assassination as 
a crime that should be avenged by the 
courts of the state, and prédicted that the 
moral sense of the people would yet be 
groused and put an end to such scenes. All 
was to no purpose, however, and the in- 
dictments found were nolle prossed, so as 
to leave the charge. still hanging ,over the 
heads of the perpetrators. A year or two 
later a young man dying by suicide confess- 
ed that he was thesgne who had fired the 
fatal shot and that“he had been driven to 
his act of self-destru¢gtion by remorse.

WHAT OF THE SITUATION? 
A Review of the Present Condition of 
Things in the District. 

The other day, when a witness in the 
United States court gave the names of a 
number of distinguished gentlemen as be- 
ing members of the illegal organization, , 
it sent a thrill of horror through the state. 

Not that the people believed that the 
gentlemen named could be guilty of such 
an act of folly, but that a state of things 
existed in so large a quarter of Georgia 
as could embolden the witness to make 
Such an assertion. 

The idea that law®ssness is inherent 
among these people cannot be entertained, 
for they are_of the same blood and lineage 
as the other British peoples who have set- 
tied this country, inheriting love of law 
and order, and at the same time a feeling 
of independence, The same reason forbids 
2nd conclusion which can reflect on their 
manhood or instinct. 

The prime cause is to be found in the ex- 
istence of the internal revenue law—a code 
under which more assaults are made upon 
the liberty of the citizen than under all 
Other codes and causes combined. An in-. 
famous war tax, carried out by Russian 
methods of midnight assault and trial by 
transportation, it has been perpetuated by 
an unconsciounable whisky ring, into whose 
hands the enemies of liquor have fallen 
like sheep in the shambles. The revenue 
tax of $1.10 a gallon imposed upon liquor 
gives it a co value not to be

of those who do honestly perform their 
duty, the present administration is lily- 
white as compared with that of the past 
twenty-five years. Those people who are 
now in desperation are not fighting a mere 
present trouble, but they are goaded on 
by the memory of atrocities which wouid 
drive the most conservative people into 
revolution. Men thirty years of age have 
passed théir entire life under a system 
which has been foaght and cursefl in every 
civilized land under the sun. During my 
trip through the four counties of Gilmer, 
Murray, Whitfield and Gordon, I have heard 
related stories, the recital of which throws 
a great light upon the terrible resentment 
which many people feel toward revenue 
ofiicers. 

It was under such circumstances that the 
forms of the kuklux Klan were caught up 
and pursued by another class of people for 
a different purpose. A law which enforces 
itself through the agency of a grand jury of 
the vicinage will always obtain reasonable 
respect, but a law which is’enforced by a 
dragoon and a strange agency will always 
have a hard road to travel. 

These people did not intend to go to the 
extremes at first, but following the usual 
result of unlawful remedies, the society 
passed out of its original sphere, became 
the agent often of private malice, and in 
cases within its province was hurried into 
fatal excesses by members whom it could 
not control. These men of the four coun- 
ties named, who have been caught in the 
reverse action of an illegal agency to which 
they had appealed, are not criminals at 
heart. They are honest men—Georgians, 
brave, generous and patriotic—who have 
been led astray by an admitted grievance 
which has pressed down upon them at a 
point which it is hard to bear.

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Facts About Christmas. 

The great Christian festival which be- 
gins tomorrow evening will be observed 
by 450,000,000 people. No other day 
is celebrated by so large a number of 
the human race. 

The observance of ‘tthe day began in 
the year 138, but for a long time it was 
celebrated in January, April or May. 
For nearly two centuries the Greek 
church observed January 6th as the date 
of Christ’s birth, while the Latin church 
recognized December 25th, and the Ar- 
menians kept January Sth. 

We have borrowed the holly and mis- 
tletoe used in Christmas decorations 
from England, and also the Christmas 
tree, which was introduced into Eng- 
land by Prince Albert in 1842 on the 
first anniversary of the birth of the 
prince of Wales. 

The French call Christmas “the day 
of new clothes,” because there was an 
old custom at the French court of giv- 
ing all who attended the king on that 
day presents of suits of clothing. 

More books have been written about 
Christmas than about any other day, 
the catalogues showing a list of over 
1,700. | 

In every state in the union the day 
is a legal holiday, and in South Carolina 
the two following days are also holidays. 
‘ No other day in the calendar has such 
an influence and such a literature. No 


+or-day inspires nf€n with diviner im- 


pulses and sentiments. 

It is good to have one day in the year 
which causes the coldest and hardest, 
the most sordid and selfish to get in 
touch with their fellows and feel an ir- 
resistible desire to shed a little sunshine 
around them, bringing smiles to the 
faces of the little ones and gladdening 
the hearts of the unfortunate. 

But why not carry, some of our fine 
Christmas sentiments into our everyday 
life? 
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Another Surrender. 
The sudden change of front on the 
part of the democratic leaders in con- 


- gresss is perhaps the most remarkable 


tha. has ever oceurred in the history 
of the country. A secretary of the treas- 
ury, representing the administration, 
presents a measure intended to reform 
our currency system. It is endorsed by 
the .banking and currency committee, 
and meets the approval of the party as 
a step in the direction of reform. 

But suddenly the party leaders—if they 
can be called leaders—change front, 
abandon the measure they had endorsed, 
and bring in another—this time loaded 
with bonds. 

What is the secret of this sudden 
change of front? It is very simple. Mr. 
Carlisle’s bill was partly in favor of 
the people. It was not satisfactory to 
the syndicate of national banks. This 
Syndicate met the democratic leaders 
somewhere in the middle of tbe road. 
Whether the leaders threw up their 
hands at once or whether all hands con- 
sulted together on a log will never be 
known. It is enough to know that men 
pretending to represent the party 
promptly sacrificed the interests of the 
people in favor of the interests of ‘the 
banks. 

One of the most meritorious features 
of Mr. Carlisle's plan was that under 
its provisions the banks were not re- 
quired to deposit United States bonds 
in the treasury as a basis of circulation: 
This was one of the reasons The Con- 
Stitution anid other democratic newspa- 
pers net of the cuckoo variety were led 
to endorse the Carlisle plan. But in 
the house of representatives, where the 
agents of the eastern bank syndicate 
Swarm, Mr. Carlisie’s plan has not sur- 
vived Mr. Springer’s explanation of its 
features. Why? Because it is not sat- 
isfactory to the banks, and that which 
is not satisfactory to the banks has not 
a ghost of a show before the present 
congress. 

The bankers say that if bonds are no 
Jonger required as a basis of circula- 
tion, they will depreciate in the market. 
As they own more than two hundred 
inillions of these government securi- 
‘ties, they are naturally anxious that the 
market price should be kept as high as 
possible. | 

Now, The Constitution desires to say 
again, as it has said on other occasions, 
that it is not disposed to criticise the 
banks for their attitude. They are not 
representing the people, but their own* 
private and personal interests, When 


they find a subservient congress, ready 


to carry out their private Schemes, ‘the 
would be fools indeed if they failed to 
ob ae ntage of that fact. It is, or 


as certainly the duty of the banks to 
look out for their own interests. | 

Thus it was the duty of congress to 
open the wmints to the free coinage of 
silver so that the people might get bet- 
ter prices for the products of their labor. 
Instead of that the representatives of 
the people took up a measure that had 
been formulated by John Sherman and 
rejected by the unanimous votes of the 
democrats in the senate, and enacted it 
ifto a law. That measure was the un- 
conditional repeak of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act. It was a 
measure wholly in the interests of the 
gold trust. It cut off the only source 
of currency supply that the people had, 
and gave full play to the single gold 
standard. The result fully justified the 
ardor of the money owners. Money, the 
merchandise of the banks, instantly in- 
creased in value—in purchasing power 
—and all other forms of property, espec- 
jally the products of the people’s labor, 
instantly depreciated in value. 

The gold trust found congress subser- 
vient and they carried their point. They 
find it subservient now, and they de- 
mand that Mr. Carlisle’s plan shall be 
laid aside and another measure substi- 
tuted. Mr. Cleveland heartily endorsed 
the Carlisle plan, but when Mr. Cleve- 
land gets in the way of the gold trust 
they run over him with as much ease 
and as good a will as if he were a small- 
er man, and he goes fishing. Mr. Cleve- 
land is a-very big man when his atti- 
tude pleases the gold trust, but he is 
no bigger than any other man when he 
stands in the way. If he were to seri- 
ously antagonize Shylock the cuckoo ele- 
ment, which is now so pliable, would 
turn and rend him with savage fury. 

Now. what does Shylock want? The 
answer is not far to seek. He wants a 
still further contraction of the currency. 
The Carlisle plan provided for a possi- 
ble expansion. What the bank syndicate 
wants is tbe funding of the greenbacks 
and treasury notes by a bond issue, and 
there are plenty of so-called democrats 
in congress at this moment—some of 
them from the south—who will be found 
ready to embrace this monstrous propo- 
sition. 

Such disgraceful subserviency. as the 
present congress has manifested has 
never been paralleled,.so far as we 
know, in the history of any party. If 
the party is to be held responsible for it, 
we fear it will take years to wipe the 
memory of it from the minds of the 
people. 
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Different Views of Public Duty. 

Congress has adjourned until after the 
holidays. Our national lawmakers will 
take about two weeks rest and resume 
work on the 3d of January. 

In striking contrast is the action of 
the Lexow investigating committee in 
New York. This body adjourned Fri- 
day to meet again next Wednesday. 
There was some objection to meeting 
the day after Christmas, but Chairman 
Goff was inexorable. So the committee 
will proceed with its work in the midst 
of the holiday frolic. 

Now, the membetfs of the Lexow com- 
mittee receive no pay for their services. 
They are discharging a public duty, and 
for this reason they do not feel that it 
would be right to waste any time in 
their great public work. They know 
that the interests of the people of New 
York city require them to expedite their 
investigation, and they are not willing 
to delay the matter. 

These men are controlled by a high 
sense of duty. The fact that they are 
working without compensation does 
not lead them to trifle with the business 
before them, If they were paid large 
salaries they could not serve their con- 
stituents ,more Yaithfully and indus- 
triously. 

Do our congressmen regard their pub- 
lic duties from a different point of view? 

Do 'these representatives of nearly 
half a hundred states and 70,000,000 peo- 
ple regard their occiipation as a mere 
pastime of no particular importance? 
When a holiday comes in sight they 
hastily adjourn for nearly a couple of 
weeks and scatter themselves all over 
the continent, and leave bleeding com- 
merce to take care of itself. 

How different all this is from the 
patriotic and business-like conduct of 
the Lexow committee! To their credit 
be it said, more than a hundred mem- 
bers of the house objected to a long 
recess, and voted against it, but they 
were in the minority. The members 
voting with the majority are apparently 
not concerned about the condition of 
the country. “The public be d—d!” is 
a phrase that very aptly represents their 
sentiments. If they had taken for their 
model the Roman tyrant who fiddled 
while his capital city was burning, they 
could not have made a worse record 
than the one which is now charged 
against them. 

The present congress has been an utter 
failure in every respect! It has in- 
creased the burdens of the people, de- 
stroyed confidence, impaired the public 
credit, plunged our finances into confus- 
ion, and made the outlook even gloomier 
than it was before. And now in the midst 
of our trials and perplexities, these 
guardians of the public welfare cannot 
resist the temptation of a fortnight’s 
frolic at the expense of the people. 

It will be a blessed day when we bid 
goodby to fhis faithless, idle and in- 
competent congress. The 4th of March 
cannot come a2 moment too soon! 


Well Equipped for Politics.

Some peo- 
ple are beginning to think that back- 
bone is the synonym of stupidity and 
dogged obstinacy, but they are, of 
course, in a helpless and hopeless mi- 
nority. 
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The Whitecap Developments. 

The readers of The Constitution who 
have watched the developments in north 
Georgia during the past few months, 
must have marveled that such a state 
of things as indicated could have ex- 
isted. 

The conviction of large numbers of 
men, hitherto good citizens, for offenses 
growing out of their opposition to the 
internal revenue laws; the evidence of 
the concert of action on the part of the 
defendants, and the rumored existence 
of unlawful combinations to thwart the 
operation of the federal laws, all em- 
phasized the faet that a crisis had ar- 
rived, for the settlement of which pru- 
dent council and wise action becomes 
most necessary. 

In order to get at the exact status The 
Constitution sent Mr. P. J. Moran into 
the territory alleged to be under control 
of secret societies. Entering this terri- 
tory from Dalton on the one side and 
from Ellijay on the other, an area of 
about forty miles in extent, he went di- 
rect to the homes of these people, inter- 
viewing those who are said to know 
all about the alleged kukluxism, and 
doing his best to get at the exact facts 
on both sides. 

The result is the establishment of this 
fact that for years there has existed 
among those engaged in the illicit manu- 
facture of liquor an _ understanding, 
finally developing into a closely knit 
organization, the purpose of which was 
to secure information of anticipated 
raids by officers, and the punishing of 
traitors within camp who should give 
information against their fellows. As is 
inevitable in such cases, there were men 
within the organization who turned it 
into an agency for wreaking personal 
vengeance; and in time there were those 
who went far beyond the purposes they 
originally had in view. From becoming 
the servant of these people for their 
own protection, it has developed into 
an agency in whose presence none of 
them are safe. They have baffled the 
vigilance of the officers of Whitfield 
county in their efforts to trace out the 
Wilson murderers; they have given un- 
told trouble to the courts of Gordon 
county; in Murray, which seems to be 
the heart of the organization, the courts 
have been rendered powerless, and in 
Gilmer they have ruled with a high 
hand, until Judge Gober finally sent five 
of their number to the penitentiary. 

The people of the section indicated, 
Who are hardy, intrepid and industrious, 
plead the terrible provocation under 
which they have labored. They were 
called upon to submit to an internal 
revenue law whieh, to them, cannot be 
defended. 

From protecting themselves against a 
law, the harshness of which The Con- 
Stitution has consistently condemned, 
they have gone on to a point which- they 
themselves must admit should not last 
any longer. 

There was at one time a probability 
that these revenue laws would be wiped 
off the statute books like all other war 
measures. The Constitution earnestly 
advocated such abolition. But, notwith- 
standing all this, the revenue laws have 
now become a fixed feature of our tariff 
system. Both great political parties are 
equally committed to it, and much as 
we regret it, the stern fact must be 
faced. 

That being the case—unjust though it 
be—longer illegal resistance would be 
but suicidal, and the people affected must 
not longer continue the existence of 
these illegal combinations. The people 
of the several counties named are among 
the best in the state; they have quall- 
ties of the highest character; they in- 
habit a country rich in resources and 
responsive to the agriculturist’s touch. 
Leaving the past behind them and cut- 
ting loose from all illegal entanglements, 
The Constitution urges them to look to 
the future, to obey the law, to take ad- 
vantage of their opportunities, and to 
bear their part in building up our great 
state. By this means they will bring to 
themselves peace and contentment, and 
find recompense in other lines from the 
losses of the past. 


Women and Their Work. 

It will be a long time before we shall 
hear the last of the Georgia legislature’s 
refusal to authorize the governor to ap- 
point a woman to the office of assistant 
state librarian. 

One of the speakers against the meas- 
ure protested against it in the name of 
the mothers, sisters and daughters of 
the south.

Pot Metal and Melting Pots. 

The Macon Telegraph joins in the dis- 
cussion of the melting pot test, but we 
gather from what it says that it knows 
more about the pot metal test. It is 
testing pot metal every day, and is try- 
ing to make it pass current for home- 
made news matter. 

The pot-metal test is made with much 
more facility than the melting-pot test, 
but we imagine the result is not the 
same. The Telegraph made the _ pot- 
metal test several summers ago, and it 
must have been satisfactory, for it has 
returned to it with renewed ardor, as 
testified by six or eight columns of by- 
the-yard matter. 

As for the melting-pot test, that is 
another matter. Sensible men know 
that .a five-dollar gold piece, melted 
down, will not pay $5 worth of debt 
nor purchase $5 worth of goods, not 
even in a jeweler’s shop, where old gold 
is bought. And yet the lump is worth 
not much less than $5, for it ean be 
taken to the nearest mint and there ex- 
changed for $5 in legal tender money. 
It is this fact alone that gives it the 
value of $5. If it could not be ex- 
changed for legal tender money at the 
mints, it .would be worth just what it 
would fetch for art purposes. 

As a correspondent shows in a commu- 
nication published elsewhere on this 
page, a five-dollar debt can be dis- 
charged with five standard silver dollars 
or with ten silver half dollars. In one 
case the creditor receives five times 
412% grains of silver; in the other case, 
he receives ten times 1929-10 grains of. 
silver, or 13314 grains less than he 
would receive in the five standard dol- 
lars. Yet the debt is discharged and 
the creditor is satisfied. 

If the mints were opened to the free 
coinage of- silver five standard dollars 
melted down would be just as valuable 
as the five-dollar gold piece melted 
down, because it could be exchanged 
at the nearest mint for precisely the 
same amount of legal tender. A tolera- 
bly intelligent idiot ought to be able 


to understand that this constant attitude |

of the mint toward the bullion owner is 
in the nature of a demand that creates 
value. 

It is claimed by The Telegraph ‘that if 
the mints were open to silver gold would 
go abroad or disappear from circula- 
tion. This is only a roundabout way of 
saying that the disuse of silver as a 
money metal has made the amount of 
gold in a gold dollar more valuable than 
a dollar. It is a roundabout way, but 
the confession is complete. If#ur gold 
did go abroad as the result of silver re- 
monetization, it ~vould lift prices a little 
in Europe, and‘so help our producers 
of wheat and cotton. 

We advise The Telegraph to stick to 
pot metal, of which it has am intimate 
knowledge, and to let the melting pot— 
the “test of the crucible” alone. 
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One Good Result. 

The low price of cotton, while it has 
resulted seriously to our farmers 
throughout the south, seems to have 
brought one good result, verifying the 
maxim that “it is an ill wind that blows 
no good.” 

From private information we under- 
stand that there is a much larger move- 
ment in the eastern states to bring the 
cotton mills south than the public has 
been notified of. The truth is several 
large manufacturers in New England 
are casting about to establish cotton 
factories near the cotton fields. They 
seem to realize the fact that the low 
price of cotton has come to stay. They 
say that this cheap cotton makes it nec- 
essary for this movement. They argue 
that cotton at 10 cents a pound costs 
for freight 1 cent a pound to deliver it 
from the fields to the factory in New 
England. This is 10 per cent on the 
cost of the raw material. Cotton at 5 
cents a pound costs just the same, which 
is 20 per cent. The result is factories 
near the cotton fields are making much 
more money on cheap cotton than facto- 
ries away off where the freight is much 
higher. They claim that there is a very 
heavy profit for them saved alone on 
freight. 

The New England people have always 
been considered the shrewdest people in 
the United States. They have kept up 
closer with manufacturing than any 
other part of this country. They have 
discovered the fact that the southern 
manufacturers have a decided advant- 
age by being closer to the cotton, and 
they are going to avail themselves of 
this advantage. They see that it is im- 
possible to lower freights, as they are 
now at the minimum, and they are going 
to move their factories and ship from 
the south to their various patrons 
throughout the world the manufactured 
goods and gave the freight on the raw 
material. : 

We have information that this move- 
ment is very large and the south will 
be greatly benefited by it. It will not 
only give employment to our people 
but it will be the opening to various 
other kinds of industry, and along with 
the cotton factories we may expect a 
thrifty class of farmers from the east

On Sunday last we printed a 
dispatch from a place in Alabama concern- 
ing five brothers and sisters living in a 
log house there, the eldest of whom passed 
the century Mark years ago, while all of 
them are close to one hundred years old. 
We are, indeed, constantly hearing of the 
decease of centenarians, or uf the liveliness 
of living centenarians; but we do not re- 
member that we have ever heard of any 
of our millionaires passing into the second 
century of life. Commodore Vanderbilt 
reached the eighty-third year of his age; 
John Jacob Astor reached the eighty-fifth, 
and several members of the committee 
of seventy are still alive at a ripe old 
age. But we do not believe that three in 
a hundred of those American millionaires 
who are the wonder of the world have ever 
seen their eightieth year, much less their 
one hundredth. Nearly every one of the 
centenarians whose departure from ~-this 
life we hear of, year after year, was a per- 
son of comparatively light estate. 

Why is it that the millionaires do not 
show up in our statistics of longevity? 
Is wealth a burden, and does the bother 
of taking care of it shorten life? 

Some of our millionaires live plainly 
and neither eat nor drink to excess, but 
they have little time for exercise and 
recreation. As a rule, they are. solemn 
fellows, looking upon the serious side of 
life. They get very little enjoyment out 
of life, and most of them are somewhat 
saddened by the reflection that the 
world will be better off when they are 
out of the way. 

Under such conditions it is not easy 
for men to live to the ripe old age of 
100 years. Longevity seems to be one 
of the blessings or burdens of the poor.

If, like old 
Johnny Appleseed, who planted thousands 
of apple trees in the northwest, he had 
planted all the worn-out fields in Tennes- 
see in walnuts, it would be the richest 
State in the union by far.

Walnut is a 
valuable timber because it is scaree. It 
will pay thousands of persons to pro- 
duce it, but it would decline in value if 
all the worn-out fields in Tennessee 
were turned into walnut forests, and 
if the: same thing was done in every 
other state walnut would become the 
cheapest timber in- existence. 

Still, it is a good idea to plant walnuts. 
In fifty or seventy-five years they will 
yield a profitsble return.

The four stories will aggregate sixty feet 
in height. The first two stories will be used 
for the looms and the two above for card- 
ing and spinning. The capacity of the new 
mills will be 20,000 spindles. This means an 
enormous lot of cotton turned into cloth. 
The present mills consume about twenty- 
five bales of cotton a day, and have an 
output of 30,000 yards of cotton cloth, There 
are at present about 400 men, women and 
children employed in the Exposition mills. 
When the new mills are completed theréd 
will be 800 hands employed. Twenty-five 
bales of cotton are consumed every day 
now. With the new mills in operation it 
will take a supply of fifty-five bales per day. 
The horse-power used in the present mills 
is 600; the aggregate horse poweér used, for 
the two will be 1,600. The present annual 
output of cotton cloth is 1,080,000; with the 
new mills it will be a million and a quar- 
ter more. The pay roll for the two mills 
will amount to more than $300,000 per an- 
num. 

All of these things are by no means small 
items, Then there are to be considered 
many other things. The freight on the 
cotton, The benefit in increased capacity 
to the farmers. Every rank of business 
falls heir to a share of e benefit. It is 
simply another milestone the progress of 
Atlanta.

Smith, who made considerable money in 
finally selling out to the 
United Gas Light Company of Philadelphia.

Books by Every Author. 


Some books that have suddenly sprung 
into demand are “The Master of Ballan- 
trae,”” “David Belfour’ and **Kidnaped.”’ 
They are all three by Robert Louis Steven- 
son, whose death was reported several 
days ago. I am informed that there was no 
noticeable demand for his books until news 
reached here of his death. 

The books of Jerome, Barrie, Crockett, 
Hardy, Davis, Parker, Matthews, Page 
and other more recent writers are selling in 
neatly bound volumes. 

There are, of course, to be mentioned 
Howells, Crawford, James, Whitcomb Riley, 
Bret Harte and Mark Twain, who have 
been to the front for many years. The 
books by these men are -very different and 
all of them interesting. 

There are then historical works. Those 
having reference to Napoleon are in de- 
mand, and a number of handsome Napo- 
leonic’ biographies have been sold during 
the week. Then, too, the standard authors 
are always in steady demand. 

Atlanta hag .three authors whose books 
have come into fine demand. The “Little 
Mr. Thimblefinger and His Queer Country,” 
by Joel Chandier Harris, is finding a ready 
Sale. There have been not less than one 
hundred volumes disposed of in the past 
three weeks. This book has sold to such 
an extent that it is now in the second 
edition. 

“Songs of the Soil,” by Frank I. Stan- 
ton, who has been crowned: the poet-jaureate 
of the south, is a favorite. It has had a 
splendid demand. It has been produced in

from the heart of the poet and appeal to 
the hearts of others. 

Another little volume of poetry is “Pour

Everything is Christmas. It is ready to be 
recognized weeks beforehand. Year after 
year there have been stories written about 
Chirstmas; about Christmas shopping—in 
the book stores, in the dry goods stores, in 
the streets, yet all is to be gone over every 
subsequent year. 

There must be Christmas stories which 
involve the return of a long-lost husband, 
returned rich from a long sea voyage, who 
surprises his faithful wife and loving chil- 
dren with numerous: presents and a fine 
Christma tree. There are other stories with 
other essentials, which are necessary to a 
Christmas tinge. There’s the Christmas 
pudding, which is brought in by the rich 
old bachelor uncle in time to save the life 
of the starving nephew, who lives in an at- 
tic on the eighth floor. The poor seamstress, 
the freezing newsboy, the match girl, the 
poor family’s Christmas are all concomi- 
tants of Christmas stories that the newspa- 
per man has to grind out to satisfy the ex- 
acting public. 

The story that is called ‘“‘news”’ must take 
a different turn. There must be something 
about the stores, the people, incidents, 
anything that might be true, that might 
occur, that has any relation to Christmas. 

Even when the mysterious and awesome 
hour of twelve is struck on Christmas eve 
night, the newspaper man is working—still 
working. The paper must come out, Christ- 
mas or no Christmas. There 1s a paper to 
be printed the day after Christmas also. 
The courts are all closed. Custom house 
has no news. Everything is happy enough, 
‘but it is dull. Then the city editor wants 
a story on how Christmas was spent in 
various walks of life and by various prom- 
inent men. The list of accidents has to 
be watched. There is no Christmas for the 
newspaper man. 

He Receives Congratulations. 

The telegraph operator is another man 
who is booked under the head of “there is 
ho rest for the weary.’’ He may be an oper- 
ator at some small railway station—but 
trains do not stop for holidays. 

AH day Christmas the telegraph operator 
at a Western Union instrument will receive 
congratulations. But he is simply a chroni- 
cler and the happy ‘thoughts conveyed are 
intended for people whom he does not even 
know. It is a weary day for him, with 
Christmas so much in evidence. But he 
manages to get a relief long enough to en- 
joy ‘his Christmas dinner.

The Holidays a Time of Gloom for the 
Boy Morderer. 


TALKS OF HIMSELF FOR THE FIRST TIME 


Says That He Will Not Hang, and That He 
Looks for Something to Turn Up 
to Prevent It. 


A Christmas of grief and gloom, a hope- 
less, hapless Christmas that brings bitter 
thoughts of better days, when life was full 
of promise and the future fraught with no 
fateful hour of deep despair and death. 

Such is the Christmas that comes to the 
youthful murderer of Forrest Crowley. With 
feigned indifference and unnatural callous- 
ness, Myers has braved through the most 
trying ordeals and covered up to the curious, 
eager-eyed public his true feelings. He has 
not worn his heart upon his sleeve. Under 
the shock of the most awful moment that 
could come in the life of a man, his ada- 
mantine nerves have never seemed to 
quiver. He has defied nature. 

At those times when men have trembled 
with emotion at the scenes which have cen- 
tered on him the marvelous boy, unmoved 
and unpurturbed, except to smile scornfully 
upon their weakness, has passed through 
all like a man of steel. 

But the Christmas time will bring grief 
to Myers. 

It caused him to wipe away a tear yester- 
day afternoon as he spoke of the happy time 
he had last year. It was only for a moment 
that he showed the least indication of feel- 
ing. But it was enough to tell of the pent- 


up anguish, despair and gnawing grief 


which his strong will has kept down. 

He recovered in an instant and began to 
laugh and talk again with utter noncha- 
lance. 

“Yes, I had a fine time last year,’’ he 
said. “I was in Atlanta all the time and 
it was the jolliest Christmas I ever had, 
Did I get drunk? 

“IT reckon not. I’m not that kind of a boy. 
You never heard of me getting drunk and 
kicking up. They can say what they want 
about me but nobody can say that they 
ever saw me drunk on the street or any- 
where else. 

‘“T never was drunk in my life but once, 
and then my father caught me. But 
don’t think hé knew that I was intoxicated, 
for he asked me what was the matter and 
I told him that I was sick. He went out 
of the room and never came back, That 
was over a year ago. 

“T was at home last year this time and 
spent the Christmas like most boys. I had 
plenty of presents and enough cash to give 
all the presents I wanted to. I was out 
with the boys, but it wasn't a tough crowd. 
I never went with that kind.* 

This Christmas will come-pretty bad on 
mine, but 1 won’t suffer. I'll manage to get 
along like I have done for the last three or 
four months. I expect I'll have a little ex- 
tra dinner Tuesday, but there wan't be any 
great change in my daily programme. 

“You can put it down that 1 haven’t given 
up hope. I’m not going to hang,’’ he contin- 
ued with a significant smile. 

“What's going to turn up? Well, you wait 
two or three days and see. 

“For the first time since his removal to 
jail Myers made reference to Brown Allen. 
He was asked who he meant in his first con- 
fession when he spoke of Brown Allen—who 
the myth was. 

‘How do. you know it was a myth?” he 
answered, laughing. ¢ 

“One thing is cértain, and you can put it 
down—I will never suffer for amebody 
else’s part... Wait and see'if I do. 

“Of course you can’t tell what these 
courts are going to do, but if the worst 
comes to the worst, I can stand it. I have 
stood it up to now, and I can stand what 


. will come.”’ 


Myers grew serious. 

“*Yes,”’ he continued, thoughtfully, “I'll 
meet my fate just like I would meet a man 
on the street. If the rope comes, I can stand 
it. There's nothing to make me afraid,’ and 
I'll go to the gallows just as cool as I am 
now. 
“Put that’s not coming. Just wait and 
ee ’? 


Since his sentence Myers has not changed. 


. He spends his time sitting on his cot, read- 


ing or writing with his pencil of a tablet. 
“Christmas will not be so bad for me,” he 

said, “but it’s mighty hard on pocr Alex 

Carr; down there. I believe he’s really 


crazy.”’
